In  this  catalog  you 
will  find  the  greatest  value  of  aquatic  supplies 
ever  offered  to  the  fancier.  We  realize  that 
many  fanciers  are  confronted  with  problems 
hard  to  understand  when  they  begin  setting 
up  an  aquarium  or  starting  a  lily  pool  and 
we  also  realize  that  our  efforts  to  make  it  as 
simple  as  possible  to  understand  and  give  as 
much  necessary  information  as  is  required, 
has  made  many  fanciers  life-long  devotees  to 
this  hobby.  I  want  to  especially  say  thanks  to 
many  of  the  old  fanciers  who  have  continually 
favored  us  with  their  orders  for  the  last  nine¬ 
teen  years.  In  checking  the  mailing  list  for 
1939  I  found  many  cards  dating  back  to  1920 
and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  have  shared 
this  hobby  with  you  for  so  many  years.  I 
wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  talk  to  you 
personally  and  go  back  to  the  days  when  a 
pair  of  baby  scalare  sold  for  $25.00;  when  a 
pair  of  guppy  was  worth  $1.00  of  any  man’s 
money.  Many  of  the  old  fanciers  had  real 
problems;  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a  ther¬ 
mostatic  controlled  heater,  the  Railway  Ex¬ 
press  Agency  did  not  know  the  difference 
between  a  can  of  tropical  fish  and  a  can  of 
oysters,  with  the  result  that  it  was  next  to  a 
miracle  when  a  shipment  reached  the  fancier 
100  per  cent  alive. 

About  fifteen  years  ago  we  used  a  blue  col¬ 
ored  double  can  for  winter  shipments,  with 
printed  directions  on  the  can  plainly  stating 
the  contents  and  care  in  large  type.  So  when 
we  received  a  letter  from  Denver  in  which  the 
customer  advised  us  that  the  can  was  packed 
in  ice  we  were  greatly  surprised.  The  Express 
messenger,  seeing  the  blue  can,  thought  it  con¬ 
tained  oysters  and  quickly  got  a  hold  of  an 
empty  can,  put  the  tropical  fish  can  inside  and 
filled  the  container  with  crushed  ice.  The 
insulation,  however,  kept  the  water  tempera¬ 
ture  in  the  inside  container  from  getting  too 
cold,  and  the  fish  were  still  alive.  Another 
letter  came  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  the 
Express  Agent  wrote,  "We  have  been  advised 
by  the  Express  Messenger  that  when  he  in¬ 
spected  a  shipment  on  his  run  between  this 
city  and  Seattle  of  two  cans  marked  'tropical 
fish’  that  when  he  looked  inside  the  can  they 
were  found  to  be  empty,  only  water  in  them. 
We  made  delivery  of  these  two  cans  of  water 
to  the  consignee  in  Seattle.  We  were  expecting 
the  consignee  to  put  in  a  claim  and  inasmuch 
as  he  has  not  complained  after  two  weeks,  we 
are  writing  this  letter  to  ascertain  whether  you 
shipped  just  some  kind  of  special  water.”  For 
the  reader’s  information,  the  can  contained 
glass  fish,  known  as  ambasis  lala.  The  thing 
about  this  case  which  affected  my  laughing 
muscles  was  the  fact  that  the  messenger  sealed 
the  cans  and  his  company  collected  the  express 
charges  thinking  they  put  one  over  on  some¬ 
body. 

Frequently,  I  have  been  asked  how  I  be¬ 
came  interested  in  the  aquarium  hobby. 

I  could  not  give  you  any  other  answer  than 
that  I  must  have  been  born  that  way,  for 
when  I  was  three  years  old  I  used  to  bring 
home  tadpoles  which  I  collected  in  tin  cans 
at  the  neighborhood  cow  pasture  pond.  That 
was  41  years  ago  and  I  am  as  enthusiastic 
today  as  I  was  then. 

There  is  something  about  -water,  besides  a 
leaky  roof,  which  interests  most  everyone. 
When  we  go  on  a  picnic  we  preferably  stop 
near  a  spring,  a  stream  or  lake  to  eat  our 


lunch  and  to  relax,  and  to  me  the  greatest 
relaxation  is  the  aquarium.  Our  present  social 
life  in  large  cities  does  not  permit  us  to  follow 
the  woodland  path  to  the  old  fishing  hole 
whenever  we  feel  like  it,  so  we  have  found  a 
means  to  produce  a  bit  of  nature  in  the  living 
room,  where  we  can  relax  and  enjoy  it.

The  red  males  vary  in  colors  and  designs  like 
the  original  variatus.  The  most  remarkable  thing 
about  the  black  variatus  No.  49,  is  the  fact  that 
they  breed  100  per  cent  true  with  only  minor 
color  variations.  It  is  the  only  fish  known  where 
all  of  the  male  babies  are  born  black  and  the  fe¬ 
males  white,  and  also  the  only  fish  on  which  the 
sexes  may  be  distinguished  at  birth.

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AQUARIUM  MANAGEMENT 


Never  use  gravel  or  too  many  shells  for  the  bottom  of  an  aquarium. 
Food  and  refuse  will  accumulate  among  them,  because  fish  and 
scavengers  have  no  access  to  it.  It  will  cause  the  water  to  spoil  and 
roots  of  plants  to  get  black,  and  acid  conditions  resulting  in  the  death 
of  your  pets.  Use  only  clean  river  sand,  one  that  is  not  too  fine, 
yet  not  too  coarse.  Never  place  the  fish  in  fresh  water,  it  contains  too 
much  oxygen,  also  too  many  chemicals.  After  aging  water  for  about 
a  week,  it  is  much  safer  than  fresh  water.  A  positive  prevention  against 
disease  is  to  heat  the  water  and  let  it  age  for  about  a  week.  All  danger 
of  ich  can  in  this  way  be  eliminated.  Never  keep  the  water  in  any 
kind  of  metal  containers.  Green  water  is  caused  by  excessive  sunlight 
or  insufficient  plant  life.  Two  or  three  hours  of  direct  sunlight  per  day 
is  not  too  much.  If  the  aquarium  gets  green  it  will  clear  up  if  covered 
with  brown  paper.  Also  floating  plants  help  keep  it  clear.  If  you  can 
not  provide  an  eastern  or  southern  exposure  get  an  electric  reflector 
and  let  it  burn  at  least  two  hours  in  the  evening;  it  stimulates  plant 
growth.  Bad  smelling  water  is  the  result  of  either  too  much  food  or 
the  wrong  kind.  Do  not  underestimate  the  value  of  sufficient  plants 
and  some  scavengers.  When  cleaning  your  aquarium  try  to  save  as 
much  of  the  old  water  as  possible.  Strain  it  through  a  towel  and  use 
it  over  as  it  is  much  safer  than  too  much  new  water.  As  a  rule  one- 
third  new  water  never  gives  any  ill  effects  even  if  it  has  not  been 
aged,  just  so  it  is  tempered  properly.  Occasionally  syphon  off  the 
dirt  on  the  bottom  and  replace  it  with  fresh  tempered  water;  this  is 
more  beneficial  than  harmful.  It  is  best  to  keep  two  aquariums,  one 
to  use  for  quarantine  purposes  of  newly  purchased  fish.  Observe  them 
for  a  week  before  placing  them  with  your  valued  stock.  When  you 
get  fish  via  express  save  all  the  water  in  which  they  come,  and  add 
old  water  to  same.  This  will  minimize  the  difference  in  chemical 
contents  of  the  water.  It  also  is  a  good  precaution  to  add  two  drops 
of  fungus  remedy  to  the  water.  Good  clear  water  in  an  aquarium 
is  very  essential.  It  contains  more  oxygen  and  creates  a  better  plant 
life.  Plants  absorb  the  impurities  which  create  carbonic  acid  gas  and 
throw  off  oxygen  which  the  fish  require.  Therefore,  a  balanced  con¬ 
dition  can  be  created  by  keeping  a  certain  amount  of  plants  and  fish 
life  in  an  aquarium,  and  such  an  aquarium  does  not  have  to  be  cleaned 
more  often  than  once  in  six  months  to  one  year.  Science  has  made 
aquarium  keeping  extremely  simple.  Automatically  controlled  aquar¬ 
ium  heaters  are  perhaps  the  greatest  benefit  ever  devised  for  the 


tropical  aquarium.  The  proper  temperature  is  from  72  to  80  degrees  F. 
Chemical  aquarium  testing  kits  will  help  you  determine  the  exact  acid 
or  alkaline  conditions  and  the  chemicals  coming  with  these  kits  help 
you  to  neutralize  the  water.  Unless  one  intends  to  go  in  for  breeding, 
scientifically  prepared  foods  usually  cover  a  most  complete  diet.  Medi¬ 
cated  aquarium  balls  will  help  to  prevent  acid  conditions.  Feed  as  much 
food  as  the  fish  will  consume  in  about  thirty  minutes.  Use  the  dip 
tube  to  remove  excess  foods  and  refuse  from  the  bottom  occasionally. 
The  glass  may  be  kept  clean  with  fine  steel  wool;  small  pieces  of 
steel  wool  which  may  drop  in  the  water  are  not  injurious,  but  rather 
beneficial.  Air  pumps  are  a  great  aid  for  large  community  tanks. 
Many  more  fish  may  be  kept  in  an  artificially  aereated  tank  than 
if  you  only  depend  on  the  function  of  plant  life.  Glass  feeding  rings 
are  more  necessary  than  most  fanciers  realize.  Flow  would  you  like 
your  dinner  spread  all  over  the  table?  Feeding  rings  help  keep  the 
aquarium  clean.  Glass  covers  are  necessary  on  all  heated  aquariums, 
they  help  to  retain  the  heat;  many  tropicals  also  like  to  jump  out. 
A  few  bushy  floating  plants  such  as  Utricularia  minor  (Bladderwort) 
or  potomogeton  densus  in  which  newly  born  fish  may  hide  prove  one 
of  the  best  paying  investments.

Many  dealers  carry  our  supplies,  such  as  foods,  aquariums,  fish, 
plants,  and  supplies.  If  your  dealer  does  not  stock  them,  demand 
them,  and  he  will  be  only  too  glad  to  stock  them  for  you. 

Don’t  patronize  a  dealer  who  sells  cheaper  than  anyone  else.

A  NATURAL  POOL 

This  type  pool  is  suitable  for  larger  estates.  Various  hardy  water  lilies,  bog  plants  and  ornamental 
grasses  give  it  a  natural  effect.  Tropical  lilies  may  be  planted  near  the  shore  line  for  additional 
beauty  and  color  effect. 


CONCRETE  MIXTURE 

Use  three  wheelbarrows  full  of  gravel,  two  wheel¬ 
barrows  full  of  sand  and  one  sack  of  cement.  This  makes 
a  good  concrete  mixture  for  the  average  pool.  For  finish¬ 
ing  work  you  should  use  a  wheelbarrow  three-quarters 
full  of  sifted  sand  to  one  sack  of  cement.  All  concrete 
work  should  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  six  inches  thick. 
Reinforcing  of  this  concrete  may  be  accomplished  through 
the  aid  of  ordinary  chicken  wire  laid  in  the  center  of  this 
concrete.  The  sloping  walls  of  the  informal  pool  have  a 
great  tendency  to  prevent  breakage  as  the  pressure  exerted 
when  the  water  freezes  during  the  winter  time  is  not  as 
great  as  if  the  walls  were  straight.  Therefore,  the  slant¬ 
ing  walls  really  have  two  good  features;  one 
is  chat  they  do  not  crack  as  easily  during 
the  winter  time,  and  the  other  that  it  is  much 
cheaper  to  build  the  walls  than  if  you  would 
have  to  build  a  form  to  retain  them.

THE  INFORMAL  POOL 

The  informal  pool  is  unquestionably  the  most  popular  pool.  You 
can  make  it  with  the  least  expense,  as  no  form  work  is  required. 
You  just  merely  dig  the  hole  with  a  sloping  wall  and  then  fill  in 
the  concrete. 


THE  SUCCESSFUL  WATER  GARDEN 

The  success  with  water  gardens  depends  on  quite  a  number  of 
features.  One  of  the  most  important  of  these  features  is  sufficient 
sunlight  and  equally  important  is  the  depth  of  the  pond.  A  number 
of  subjects  may  be  taken  into  consideration  when  you  determine  the 
depth  of  your  pool.  If  you  only  consider  the  planting  of  water  lilies, 
then  your  pool  will  be  deep  enough  if  you  make  it  from  18  to  20  inches, 
but  if  you  want  to  keep  goldfish  in  your  pool  and  you  want  to  keep 
them  over  the  winter,  you  should  have  a  certain  water  depth  of  usually 
about  36  inches,  and  in  some  localities  even  deeper  water  is  required. 
One  can  readily  understand  that  everything  should  be  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  in  order  to  have  the  type  of  pool  that  will  take  care  of  your 
particular  requirements. 

LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  pool  should  be  where  it  receives  a  lot  of  sun¬ 
light.  Plenty  of  sunshine  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  growth  and 
success  of  water  lilies  and  all  kinds  of  aquatic  plants.  Therefore,  build 
the  pool  away  from  large  trees  and  away  from  buildings  in  order  that 
it  may  receive  a  maximum  amount  of  sunlight. 

A  pool  3  feet  deep  is  best.  In  considering  the  depth  of  your  pool 
you  cannot  disregard  the  fact  that  you  may  want  to  leave  your  goldfish 
in  this  pool  over  winter.  While  a  3  foot  depth  is  too  deep  to  plant 
water  lilies,  this  depth  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  keeping  your  goldfish 
healthy  over  the  winter,  and  in  some  localities  even  a  greater  depth  is 
to  be  preferred.  In  a  southern  climate  20  inches  of  depth  is  all  that  is 
required  to  prevent  the  goldfish  from  dying  over  the  winter. 

Water  lily  pools  come  under  three  classifications:  The  natural 
pool,  the  artificially  constructed  formal  pool,  and  the  informal  pool. 

In  order  to  make  natural  ponds  you  must  have  sufficient  space, 
plenty  of  water,  and  the  proper  type  of  soil  that  will  hold  a  body  of 
water  without  too  much  seepage.  These  natural  ponds  are  only  suitable 
for  larger  estates.  As  a  rule  very  little  trouble  is  experienced  with  these 
ponds  if  the  soil  is  right.  If  the  soil  is  too  light,  then  it  is  hard  to  get 
these  natural  ponds  to  hold  water.  While  it  is  possible  to  provide  ad¬ 
ditional  material  such  as  the  placing  of  fire  clay  on  the  bottom  of  the 
pool,  it  is  also  possible  to  get  these  natural  ponds  to  hold  water  much 
better  if  you  put  some  very  large  fish  into  the  pool,  either  large  Carp  or 
large  goldfish  so  that  the  fish  completely  agitate  the  water  and  keep  it 
well  stirred  up.  A  natural  pond  which  does  not  seem  to  hold  water 
readily  may  be  made  to  hold  water  sufficiently  just  through  the  addition 
of  rough  fish,  thus  preventing  the  water  from  becoming  clear.  The 
refuse  which  is  stirred  up  in  the  pond  and  held  in  suspension  in  the 
water  finally  is  carried  to  the  porous  places  at  the  bottom  where  the 
seepage  occures  and  gradually  seals  the  bottom  until  it  will  sufficiently 
hold  water. 


Pools  of  informal  design  adopt  themselves  to  various  planting  arrangements.  In 
order  to  help  with  your  problems  we  are  illustrating  here  a  collection  for  a  pool 
of  about  5x8  ft.,  1,  2  and  3  water  lilies.  A — cattails,  arrowhead,  and  water  poppy, 
umbrella  plants  and  pickeral  rush.  C — umbrella  palms,  water  iris  and  parrotsfeather. 
D — variegated  sweetflag  and  water  taro.  E — paper  plant  parrotsfeather  and  water 
canna.  F — water  hyacinth  and  water  lettuce.  This  collection  can  be  supplied  with 
the  three  lilies,  your  choice  of  any  lilies  valued  at  $1.00  each,  for  only  $5.75,  our 
collection  No.  21. 
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THE  FORMAL  POOL 

Formal  pools  may  be  constructed  in  all  various  shapes.  The  formal 
pool  as  a  rule  is  built  into  the  center  of  the  garden  or  near  the  center. 
In  constructing  the  form  work  for  a  formal  pool,  it  is  a  good  practice 
to  set  this  form  work  about  six  inches  from  the  bottom  on  small  pegs  of 
wood  so  that  the  bottom  and  sides  can  all  be  poured  at  one  time.  After 
these  forms  are  removed,  pull  these  small  pegs  of  wood  out  of  the  bot¬ 
tom  and  fill  them  in  with  concrete  finish  when  the  pool  is  finished.  This 
in  no  way  will  weaken  the  general  structure  of  the  pool.  Reinforce¬ 
ment  may  be  used,  though  the  writer  has  never  used  much  reinforcement 
in  any  pool.  At  our  plant  near  Florissant,  St.  Louis  County,  Missouri, 
we  have  around  100  concrete  tanks  varying  in  size  from  6x10  feet  to 
20x30  feet  and  the  only  reinforcement  we  used  in  their  construction 
is  that  we  lay  one  large  iron  rod  about  V2  inch  thick  into  the  center 
of  the  wall  of  the  pond  about  4  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
The  contention  is  that  while  water  freezes,  it  exerts  its  most  pressure 
on  the  concrete  right  near  the  ground  level,  or  as  far  as  the  pool  is 
filled  with  water.  It  does  not  exert  any  pressure  below  the  ice.

THE  EMPTY  POOL  BREAKS  QUICKER  THAN  A  FILLED  POOL 

Do  not  empty  a  pool  in  the  winter  time  except  if  you  are  located 
in  the  northern  part  of  this  country  where  the  water  will  freeze  to  a 
depth  of  two  to  three  feet  each  year.  In  those  localities  where  the 
water  freezes  to  a  depth  of  from  several  inches  to  one  foot  during  the 
winter  time,  a  filled  pool  is  really  a  protection  against  breakage.  The 
frost  never  reaches  to  the  bottom  of  a  filled  pond.  What  causes  most 
pools  to  crack  is  the  same  thing  that  causes  sidewalks  to  crack.  If  a  pool 
is  empty,  all  the  surrounding  soil  freezes  and  the  pool  is  actually  raised 
above  its  summer  level  as  the  frozen  ground  expands.  As  a  rule,  in  the 
spring  of  the  year  when  the  ground  thaws,  the  pool  settles.  The  pool, 
however  does  not  settle  uniformly.  The  sun  may  shine  only  against 
one  side  of  the  pond  or  against  one  end,  thus  causing  this  end  to  settle 
quicker  than  the  other  end.  The  soil  on  the  other  end  is  still  frozen 
and  solid  and  the  first  thing  you  know  your  pool  is  cracked  right 
through  the  center.

In  constructing  your  own  pool  you  may  dispense  with  the  mixing 
of  concrete.  There  are  many  material  supply  concerns  which  supply 
ready  mixed  concrete  of  any  desired  consistency  and  it  is  almost  as 
cheap  as  buying  the  material  and  mixing  it  yourself.  Therefore,  the 
making  of  a  pool  really  amounts  to  not  much  more  than  digging  the 
hole  if  you  make  an  informal  pool.  Buy  the  concrete  already  mixed 
if  you  wish  and  merely  apply  it  about  6  inches  thick  and  your  pool  is 
finished. 


FISH  CAN  NOT  BE  PUT  IN  A  NEW  POOL 

A  newly  constructed  pool  must  be  seasoned.  That  is,  when  the 
pool  is  filled  with  water  for  the  first  time  the  water  absorbes  the  lime 
contents  in  the  concrete.  This  is  fatal  to  the  fish  as  their  fins  get  ragged 
and  rotten.  It  usually  ends  in  Fungus  which  is  a  white  cotton  like 
growth  on  their  fins,  tails,  and  body. 

HOW  TO  PREVENT  FUNGUS  IN  A  NEW  POOL 

There  are  two  ways  to  prevent  Fungus  in  a  new  pool.  The  old 
method  is  changing  the  water  after  letting  it  stand  for  about  a  week. 
Three  changes  of  water  usually  removes  all  this  lime  sufficiently  to 
prevent  any  further  trouble.  The  other  method  is  the  use  of  water¬ 
proof  enamels.  These  waterproof  enamels  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this 
catalog  and  may  be  obtained  in  various  colors.  These  asphalt  enamels 
should  be  applied  to  dry  concrete  only  as  this  asphalt  will  not  adhere 
to  damp  walls.  Therefore,  great  care  must  be  taken  to  see  that  the 
concrete  is  absolutely  dry.  This  asphalt  enamel  can  be  supplied  in  the 
Black  color  at  $1.25  per  gallon  or  in  5  gallon  cans  at  $5.00.  One 
gallon  of  this  enamel  will  cover  from  150  to  250  square  feet  of  surface, 
all  depending  on  how  thick  you  desire  to  apply  it  and  how  smooth  the 
concrete  work  is.  The  thicker  you  put  it  on,  the  more  effective  is  the 
protection  it  affords.  Asphaltum  enamel  also  stops  many  leaks  as  it 
seeps  into  the  porous  concrete.  Another  quality  to  be  considered  is  that 
the  asphalt  enamel  coating  prevents  algea  and  other  slimy  mosses  from 
■taking  root  in  the  concrete.  The  water  stays  clearer  and  does  not  get 
•  green  nearly  as  quick. 

HOW  TO  KEEP  THE  POOL  CLEAR 

While  plenty  of  sunlight  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper 
growth  of  water  lilies,  the  bad  feature  of  this  excessive  sunlight  is  that 

it  turns  water  green. 

*  •  1  Many  inquiries  are  re¬ 

ceived  from  people 
each  summer  as: 
"What  can  I  do  to 
keep  the  water  clear?” 
While  c  h  emicals 
may  be  resorted  to, 
it  is  best  to  refrain 
from  using  them.  It 
is  excessive  sunlight 
that  creates  the  bacteria 
formations  that  causes 
water  to  turn  green 
and  it  is  subdued  light 
that  will  reverse  the 
course  and  clear  the 
water  on  its  own  ac¬ 
cord.  In  other  words, 
if  you  were  to  take  a 
bottle  or  glass  jar  full 
of  this  green  water 
from  the  pond  and 
place  it  in  your  base¬ 
ment,  in  about  a  week 
this  water  would  be 
clear.  Therefore,  it  is 
not  possible  to  have  a 
clear  pool  unless  you 
plant  enough  water 
lilies  to  cover  at  least 
60  or  70  per  cent  of 
the  water  surface  with 
the  leaves.  If  you  cre¬ 
ate  enough  natural 
shade  for  the  body  of 
water,  you  will  have  a 
nice  clear  pool.

Hardy  U  ater 
Lilies  and  Aquatics,  also  Nelumbiums  may  be  left  in  the  pool  a-, 
as  long  as  there  is  one  foot  of  water  above  the  lily  boxes  “V.e  *s  ver 
little  danger  of  them  freezing.  About  every  two  or  three  vears  me 

boxes  should  be  taken  from  the  pond  and  new  soil  !  ‘  Lilies 

boxes  in  order  to  keep  the  plants  vigorous  and  healthy  Water  LHes 
are  gross  feeders  and  must  be  supplied  with  plenty  of  good  rich  sou  and 
the  right  fertilizers.  You  may  use  old  rotted  cow  manure  which  is  at 
least  two  years  old,  in  these  boxes.  One  must  understand  that  any  kind 
of  fertilizer  cannot  be  used.  If  you  take  fresh  cow  or  horse  manure 
and  mix  this  with  the  soil  in  the  lily  boxes  the  water  w«11  immediately 
dissolve  and  absorb  this  manure.  It  would  do  as  much  good  to  take 
a  shovel  full  and  throw  it  right  into  the  pond.

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The  reason  we  are  explaining  the  uses  of  these  fertilizers  to  you 
in  detail  is  because  many  cases  of  fungus  growth  or  other  goldfish  dis¬ 
eases  are  almost  entirely  due  to  the  use  of  wrong  fertilizers  as  all  kinds 
of  fresh  manure  will  further  the  growth  of  bacteria  such  as  the  fungus 
diseases. 

We  have  listed  in  our  catalog  a  Water  Lily  food  which  we  have 
developed  over  a  period  of  years  which  gives  complete  satisfaction  as  to 
Water  Lily  root  growth  and  complete  satisfaction  in  the  prevention  of 
the  fungus  growth.

THE  FORMAL,  POOL 

The  larger  formal  pool  can  be  planted  with  all  of  the  various  plants,  the  planting, 
however,  is  in  keeping  with  the  formality  of  the  pool  and  garden  in  general  on  a 
uniform  basis  of  expression.  The  planting  scheme  which  we  offer  here  is  suitable 
for  pools  of  8x12  ft.,  1  to  8  water  lilies.  A — umbrella  palms  and  poppy.  B — 
arrowhead  and  floating  heart.  C — sweetflag  and  lobelia.  D — water  taro  and  pea¬ 
cock  hyacinth.  E — -water  canna.  parrotsfeather  and  paper  plants.  E — floating  plants 
consisting  of  hyacinth,  shell  flower  and  waterfern.

HOW  TO  PLANT  WATER  LILIES 

The  planting  of  water  lilies  is  not  really  very  different  than  the 
planting  of  any  other  kind  of  plants  except  that  you  set  them  under 
the  water.  Many  people  make  the  mistake  of  filling  the  pool  after 
they  have  planted  the  water  lilies.  The  best  way  to  plant  water  lilies  is 
to  have  all  the  boxes  in  their  proper  positions  and  then  fill  the  pool 
with  water  so  that  the  water  is  about  four  or  five  inches  above  these 
boxes  and  leave  it  at  this  level  until  you  plant  the  lilies  and  until  the 
water  lilies  have  started  to  grow.  Then  turn  the  hose  on  the  pool  and 


fill  it  to  its  proper  level.  Newly  planted  water  lilies  will  make  a  much 
quicker  growth  in  shallow  water  than  in  deep  water  especially  since  most 
of  the  water  lily  planting  is  done  in  the  early  spring  of  the  year  before 
the  water  gets  real  warm  and  shallow  water  planting  will  produce  the 
quickest  and  best  results.  One  of  the  common  mistakes  made  in  the 
planting  of  the  pool  is  that  people  will  put  the  soil  all  over  the  bottom 
of  the  pond.  This  method  is  successful  from  the  standpoint  of  planting 
water  lilies  only,  but  not  very  good  from  the  standpoint  of  keeping 
goldfish  in  the  pool  and  keeping  the  water  clear.  Another  thing  is 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  clean  the  pool.  We  prefer  to  plant  every¬ 
thing  we  put  into  a  pool  in  boxes  or  pots.  Never  use  any  kind  of  metal 
containers.  It  is  also  better  to  rest  the  lily  boxes  off  from  the  bottom 
of  the  pool.  This  may  be  accomplished  through  the  use  of  bricks  or 
rocks.  You  can  arrange  the  level  of  the  boxes  so  that  the  top  of  the 
box  will  be  about  six  inches  below  the  water  surface.  Then,  in  the 
winter  time,  you  can  lower  this  box  if  you  leave  them  outdoors  if  you 
live  where  the  winters  are  quite  severe.  Thus,  according  to  our  direc¬ 
tions,  you  would  have  nothing  but  a  clean  concrete  bottom  in  the  pond; 
no  gravel,  no  sand,  and  no  dirt  and  when  you  want  to  clean  the  pool 
you  will  have  the  minimum  amount  of  labor  to  perform  and  can  do

the  job  more  efficiently.  As  a  rule,  a  pool  in  which  everything  has  been 
planted  in  boxes  does  not  need  cleaning  more  than  once  a  year.  The 
best  time  to  clean  your  pool  is  in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  the  water 
begins  to  get  warm  after  it  has  attained  a  temperature  of  not  less  than 
50  degrees  F.  It  is  not  a  good  policy  to  handle  the  goldfish  until  after 
they  have  completely  recuperated  from  their  winter  rest. 


THE  CARE  OF  GOLDFISH 

While  we  cannot  go  into  the  details  of  breeding  and  propagating, 
etc.,  as  this  would  be  too  lengthy  a  subject.  We  would  like  to  call  your 
attention  to  a  small  booklet,  "Goldfish  and  Their  Care”,  which  we  have 
listed  in  this  catalog  and  which  can  be  sent  to  you  for  15c,  postpaid. 


Planting  things  on  the  bottom  of  the  pool  in  pots  or  boxes  is  to  be  preferred  to 
placing  soil  directly  in  the  bottom  of  the  pool.  It  is  easy  to  make  small  wooden 
boxes  or  you  may  use  the  regular  fern  pots  which  are  squat  shape  flower  pots. 
They  do  not  tip  over  as  easy  as  the  standard  size  pots. 
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It  describes  all  the  diseases  and  how  to  prevent  them.  It  also  describes 
the  breeding  habits  and  other  details  useful  to  you  in  learning  the  suc¬ 
cessful  methods  of  handling  goldfish. 

We  wish,  however,  to  bring  out  a  few  important  points  which 
everyone  should  know  who  keeps  goldfish  in  a  pool.  In  the  average 
pool  of  three-foot  depth,  goldfish  may  be  left  out  during  the  winter 
without  any  danger  of  loss  except  if  the  pool  is  crowded.  That  is,  if 
you  have  raised  a  lot  of  goldfish  and  the  pool  is  very  crowded  with 
them,  then  you  should  dispose  of  your  surplus  goldfish  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  and  only  keep  as  many  goldfish  in  the  pool  as  you  desire  to 
start  with  next  spring.  Goldfish  become  almost  lifeless  as  the  water 
freezes.  It  must  be  remembered  that  they  are  cold  blooded  creatures 
and  the  colder  the  water  gets,  the  less  they  breathe.  In  fact,  after  the 
ice  once  forms  on  your  pond,  you  may  quit  feeding  the  fish  as  they  do 
not  consume  any  food  until  after  the  ice  has  disappeared  and  the  water 
again  becomes  warmer. 

If  you  wish  to  bring  the  fish  indoors  into  the  living  room  for  the 
winter,  or  keep  them  in  the  cellar,  adequate  provisions  must  be  made 
to  take  care  of  them.  Most  people  overcrowd  these  goldfish  and  lose 
them.  When  keeping  goldfish  in  an  aquarium  or  trough  over  the 
winter,  you  should  not  keep  over  two  inches  of  fish  to  the  gallon  of 
water.  It  is  best  to  keep  them  in  a  cool  place.  Of  course,  you  can 
keep  them  in  a  warm  living  room  over  winter,  but  if  the  temperature  is 
70  or  above,  then  at  the  most  you  should  keep  only  one  inch  of  fish  to 
the  gallon  of  water.  If  a  goldfish  is  two  inches  long  and  has  a  tail  two 
inches  long,  then  you  should  have  four  gallons  of  water  to  keep  it  in. 


OVERWINTERING  GOLDFISH  IN  THE  CELLAR 

This  can  be  done  very  simply  through  the  use  of  barrels  or  wooden 
troughs.  Another  method  is  to  put  a  little  concrete  wall  across  the 
corner  of  your  basement,  provided  of  course  that  you  have  cement 
walls  and  floor.  You  might  build  a  concrete  tank  something  like  the 
one  you  have  outside  only  this  will  be  above  the  floor  level.  Anything 
that  will  hold  water,  except  metal  containers,  may  be  used.  As  long 
as  this  water  is  kept  from  freezing,  the  goldfish  usually  stay  healthy. 

Many  readers  will  understand  that  this  information  is  not  required 
in  the  south  and  they  may  be  unfamiliar  with  the  many  difficulties 
that  the  lily  pool  and  goldfish  fancier  is  confronted  with  in  the  north. 

Redwood  troughs  are  listed  in  this  catalog  which  are  ideal  for  the 
hatching  of  eggs  or  in  cellars  for  overwintering  of  goldfish. 


CARE  OF  TUB  GARDENS  DURING  THE  WINTER 

Leave  the  tub  full  of  water  and  leave  all  the  hardy  plants  in  same. 
Place  boards  on  top  of  this  tub  and  heap  some  leaves  over  these  boards 
to  keep  the  heavy  frost  out.  It  is  best  not  to  take  the  water  out  of  these 
tubs  as  most  hardy  plants  will  freeze  readily  if  the  soil  is  dry  but  will 
not  be  affected  by  frost  if  the  soil  is  kept  covered  with  water. 


HARDY  WATER  LILIES  AND  OTHER  HARDY  PLANTS 

Hardy  water  lilies  may  be  planted  anytime  after  the  water  has  be¬ 
come  warm  and  they  may  be  planted  up  until  September  1.  It  is  best 
not  to  plant  water  lilies  during  the  cold  weather  because  the  tubers 
which  you  receive  have  been  cut  or  separated  and  in  order  to  produce 
good  plants,  the  water  must  be  warm  so  that  there  is  an  immediate

and  continuous  growth  as  the  cut  end  of  these  tubers  has  a  tendency  to 
decay  unless  checked  by  a  continuous  growth.  Hardy  water  lilies  may 
be  planted  one  foot  below  the  water  surface  and  some  varieties  will 
grow  as  much  as  four  foot  below  the  water  surface  and  thrive  success¬ 
fully.  Therefore,  the  depth  for  planting  hardy  water  lilies  is  not  nearly 
so  important. 

Figure  at  least  9  square  feet  of  space  for  each  hardy  water  lily. 
Other  hardy  water  plants  such  as  the  oxygenating  plants  can  be  planted 
right  in  the  bottom  of  the  pool  in  small  boxes  or  pots.  Many  fanciers 
make  the  mistake  of  planting  them  in  the  lily  boxes  with  the  result 
that  these  plants  choke  the  water  lilies  and  produce  a  very  poor  growth. 
Another  feature  which  must  be  taken  into  consideration  is  that  hardy 
water  lilies  are  not  hardy.  Now,  this  seems  to  be  one  for  Ripley,  but  it 
is  a  true  fact.  Water  lilies  must  be  kept  below  the  frost  line  during  the 
winter  for  if  the  roots  freeze,  they  will  rot.  We  find  that  in  the  St. 
Louis  latitude,  6  or  8  inches  of  water  above  the  roots  is  at  all  times 
sufficient. 

TROPICAL  WATER  LILIES 

Tropical  water  lilies  have  come  to  the  front  more  and  more  during 
the  past  10  years.  They  are  becoming  more  popular  each  year  and 
there  are  many  good  reasons  for  this  popularity:  the  beautiful  flowers, 
the  abundance  of  flowers,  and  their  perfect  adaptability  to  artificial 
environments.  Tropical  lilies  are  usually  set  out  after  June  1  in  the 
latitude  of  St.  Louis.  They  should  be  planted  after  the  water  has 
reached  a  temperature  of  at  least  65  or  70  degrees  F.  Tropical  water 
lilies  are  produced  in  greenhouses  in  large  water  troughs  and  are 
usually  planted  in  pots  which  may  vary  in  size  from  three  inches  to  five 
inches.  The  size  of  tHe  pots  in  whicK  they  are  grown  is  of  very  little 
importance.  Nor  is  the  size  of  the  greenhouse  plants,  as  long  as  the 
plant  is  not  too  weak.  Tropical  water  lilies  are  really  annuals  and 
should  be  considered  as  such.  Even  in  their  native  habitat  they  are 
subjected  to  lower  temperatures  at  certain  times  of  the  year  and  they  go 
dormant  and  rest.  For  this  reason,  the  young  plant  with  good  vigorous 
root  stock  is  of  as  much  value  as  an  older  plant.  The  selling  of  two-year- 
old  tropical  water  lilies  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  getting  additional 
prices  for  an  extra  large  plant.  Outside  of  its  additional  size,  it  has  no 
additional  value  and  in  fact  the  smaller  plant  may  get  to  be  larger 
than  the  older  plant.  It  all  depends  on  the  conditions  existing  in  your 
pool. 

Very  few  fanciers  have  the  facilities  of  taking  care  of  tropical  lilies 
over  the  winter  months;  however,  those  that  decide  to  keep  them  may 
do  so  by  simply  removing  the  tubers  in  the  fall  of  the  year  and  placing 
them  in  damp  sand  until  the  following  spring.  They  can  be  kept  as 
easily  as  Gladiolas  or  Dahlia  bulbs.  Great  care  should  be  used  to  see 
that  they  do  not  dry  up  or  freeze.  Tropical  lilies  when  first  set  out 
in  the  spring  of  the  year  should  be  set  in  shallow  water,  preferably  about 
four  to  five  inches  deep.  After  they  start  growing,  the  water  level  may 
be  raised.  Tropical  lilies  will  make  a  tremendous  growth.  They  seem 
to  almost  grow  over  night  when  they  once  get  started  and  from  small 
plants  with  leaves  3  to  4  inches  in  diameter.  Soon,  within  about  six 
weeks’  time,  they  are  large  plants  with  leaves  of  from  10  to  12  inches. 
Their  growth  is  continuous,  until  frost.  They  may  bloom  when  you 
receive  them  and  bloom  continually  after  you  plant  them  and  again 
they  may  drop  most  of  their  leaves  and  make  a  new  growth.  It  all 
depends  upon  the  weather  conditions.  If  it  should  happen  to  be  cloudy 
and  cool  when  you  plant  them,  their  growth  will  be  retarded  and  if 
the  opposite  conditions  exist,  their  growth  will  be  rapid.  After  the 
plants  are  once  established,  it  takes  about  two  weeks  before  they  begin 
to  make  the  first  flowers,  which  increase  in  size  and  numbers  until  the 
ice  actually  forms  on  the  water. 

POOL  PLANTS 

Pool  plants  come  under  three  general  classifications:  floating  plants, 
submerged  plants,  and  bog  plants.  The  floating  plants  are  all  the 
various  plants  which  float  on  top  of  the  water  or  near  the  surface  such 
as  Water  Lettuce,  Duckweed,  Water  Hyacinths,  etc.  Submerged  plants 
are  all  such  plants  as  water  lilies,  oxygen  plants  and  other  plants  which 
really  do  not  have  to  come  in  contact  with  the  surface  in  order  to  thrive. 
While  water  lilies  are  not  actually  submerged  plants  because  their  flowers 
come  to  the  surface,  they  come  under  this  classification.  Then  we  have 
the  Bog  plants,  or  Swamp  plants.  These  are  all  kinds  of  plants  which 
like  to  grow  in  very  wet  soil  covered  by  several  inches  of  water.  T' 
will,  however,  thrive  under  various  water  levels.  Everyone  know:  i 

all  of  these  plants  are  native  in  some  parts  of  the  world  and  that  no  >  fly 
of  natural  water  keeps  its  level  continually.  Therefore,  Bog  plants  v  ill 
thrive  even  if  the  soil  is  above  water  level,  or  if  it  is,  as  in  mam  es, 
two  feet  below  the  water  surface.  They  merely  require  a  lot  of  m  .  re 

Under  the  heading  of  Bog  plants  are  included  all  such  plant:  as  the 
Nelumbiums,  Pickeral  Rush,  Cattails,  Arrow  Heads,  Water  T  :os,  etc.
